into the interior.

bark, which is dried, ground to powder 
m ixed with stew ed Iceland m oss and 
m ade into a kind of fam ine bread. 
Coincident with the failure of crops 
is the extrem e scarcity of fir Ii. 
Fisherm an are returning from expe­ 
dition* em pty handed. 
Even ptarm i­ 
gan, usually found in great num bers in 
the 
stricken 
districts, have 
almost 
com pletely disappeared. 
It is e stim at­ 
ed expenditure of about $6,300,000 will 
be necessary to save the population 
from decim ation. 
Thus far about $200,000 has been 
subscribed, of which sum over $12,- 
500 w as sent by Sw edes in the I tilted 
States. 
This am ount does not include 
the m oney necessary save the breed of 
cattle which alone can live through 
the Arctic w inter or supply seed for 
spring sow ing. 
Peasants are making 
pathetic sacrifices to avert exterm ina­ 
tion of the hardy northern cattle.
